3 FOR the purpose of prohibiting aretail service station dealer from selling motor fuel
4 bel ow cost, subject to certain exceptions; requiring the Comptroller of the State,
5 on receipt of a certain complaint, to conduct a certain investigation within a

6 certain amount of time; establishing certain penalties for a violation of this Act;
7 exempting the sale of motor fudl sold by aretail service station dealer from the
8 provisions of the Sales Below Cost Act; defining a certain term; and generally
9 relating to prohibiting certain sales of motor fuel at below cost.

4 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

27 (D) "SELE-MOTORFUEL BELOW COST" MEANS FO-SELL-MOTORFUEL-AT A
28 PRICE THAT ISLESSTHAN THE TOTAL OF:

29 (1) THE MOST RECENTLY PUBLISHED AVERAGE RESELLER RACK COST
30 OF MOTOR FUEL BY GRADE AND QUALITY, ASCALCULATED BY THE OIL PRICE

31 INFORMATION SERVICE (OPIS), FOR THE PARTICULAR TERMINAL FROM WHICH THE
32 MOTOR FUEL WAS DELIVERED TO THE RETAIL SERVICE STATION DEALER, OR THE

19 © IF THE COMPTROLLER RECEIVES A COMPLAINT IN WRITING THAT A

20 RETAIL SERVICE STATION DEALER IS SELLING MOTOR FUEL BELOW COST, THE

21 COMPTROLLER SHALL INVESTIGATE AND DETERMINE WITHIN 3 BUSINESS DAY S OF
22 THE RECEIPT OF THE COMPLAINT WHETHER THE ALLEGATIONS CONTAINED IN THE
23 COMPLAINT ARE TRUE.

24 (D) THE COMPTROLLER SHALL ISSUE A STOP SALE NOTICE AND MAY

25 SUSPEND OR REVOKE THE CERTIFICATE OF REGISTRATION OF A RETAIL SERVICE
26 STATION DEALER IF THE COMPTROLLER DETERMINES THAT THE RETAIL SERVICE
27 STATION DEALERISIN VIOLATION OF THIS SECTION.

29 The Comptraller shall issue a stop sale notice if the Comptroller findsthat a
30 person:

31 (1) stores or sellsmotor fuel from alocation that does not have avalid
32 certificate of registration;

5 This subtitle does not apply to an advertisement, offer to sell, retail sale, or
6 wholesale sale, if the merchandise:

7 (1) Issold in abonafide clearance sale and is so advertised and marked;
8 (2 Must be sold promptly in order to prevent loss;

9 (3) Isimperfect, damaged, or being discontinued and is so advertised and
10 marked;

11 4 Is sold on thefina liquidation of a business;

12 (5) Is sold for charitable purposes or to relief agencies,

13 (6) Is sold on contract to a department of a government or governmental
14 indtitution;

15 (7 Is sold by an officer acting under the order or direction of a court;

16 [or]

17 (8) Issold at aprice set in good faith to meet competition; OR

18 9) ISMOTOR FUEL SOLD BY A RETAIL SERVICE STATION DEALER.

19 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
20 October 1, 2001.
